High spots In the testimony yester 
day were the befuddling of the gov­ 
ernment’s star witness, John F. Eck­ 
hart, on the witness stand, the dis­ 
closure that dictographs were used In 
gathering evidence, and the admis­ 
sion from the witness stand by Don 
W. Griffin, federal dry Inspector, that 
tbs dictograph note* he took were 
not full records of the conversation. 
Eckhart who “mads the case on 
Buckley,1” started his testimony Mon­ 
day but it was not until he was cross- 
examined yesterday that the trial be­ 
gan to liven up. 
Government's Charre*. 
It Is charged by the government 
that Buckley tried to bribe Eckhart 
to disclose Information as to when 
certain breweries in Cincinnati that 
were allegedly manufacturing Illegal 
beer, were to be raided.

company 
at Cincinnati 
when four

The Am erican Legion has set aside 
the week of F ebruary 3 to 9 as “ Know 
the Legion W eek.” during which tim e 
it proposes to enlighten the public on 
th e aims, purposes and accomplish­ 
m ents of th at organization, it was a n ­ 
nounced today 
by officers of E ast 
Liverpool post No. 4. 
Some of the subjects to be stressed 
will be legislation affecting the dis­ 
abled W orld w ar v eterans and their 
dependents: 
th e Legion as a civic 
and 
patriotic 
organization an d its 
place in the community. 
Its officers point out th a t the or­ 
ganization from its very inception lias 
assum ed the responsibility of seeing 
to it th a t adequate provisions are 
m ade by the governm ent to care for 
the sick and wounded veterans and 
th eir dependents. The Legion is re ­ 
sponsible for the creation of the Vet­ 
e ra n s’ bureau, for tho building of gov­ 
ernm ent hospitals, and for the legis­ 
lation providing financial relief for 
this group, according to a statem ent 
m ade by J. H. Browne, com m ander of 
E as t Liverpool Post No. 4. H e also 
calls attention to w ork accomplished 
in Ohio through the service depart­ 
m en t of T he A m erican Legion last' 
year, w hen 8,253 cases wert* handled, 
recovering m ore th an 
$340,000 for 
th ese veterans. 
Comm ander Outlines W ork. 
Browne said th at the Im portant 
w ork before the Legion now, and in 
the future will be, th e care of orphans 
of th e World w ar veterans, and to see 
th at proper homes are provided for 
them. 
It is the alin of the Legion 
th at where a widow and children are 
left destitute, to keep them together, 
and to m ake this possible a $5,000,000 
national endowm ent fund was raised, 
the interest of which is being used 
for this purpose. 
Browne also called attention to the 
Legion’s Boy Scout programs, taking 
in boys betw een the ages of 12 and 
IT. to teach them fair play, obedience, 
patriotism, and sportsm anship, all of 
which help to build a better citizen­ 
ship. 
According to the Legion, their ac­ 
tivities are m any and varied and are 
of vital importance to tile entire citi­ 
zenship of every community. 
Favors Universal Draft Biti. 
According to Browne, mem bers of 
T he A m erican Legion a te “heartily 
in favor of peace, but not pence at 
any price. 
T he A m erican Legion is 
in favor of an adequate defense to 
insure peace. It Is also in favor of the 
universal draft bill now before con­ 
gress, as a step tow ard peace. This 
bill gives the president of the United 
S tates the pow er to draft capital and 
labor, as well as all o th e r resources 
of A m erica in the event of war, and 
to fix prices for comm odities 
and 
labor' In such an emergency.”

Honoring Memory of McKinley 


Yesterday marked the b’rthday anulveisary of the 
m artyred President William McKinley, one of the hon 
©red sons of Ohio whom the East Liverpool district 
probably knew better than any other man who has 
(occupied the White House. 


With the late Warren (J. Harding, who, too, had many 
^personal friends here, President McKinley held a warm 
•pot In tho hearts of the people of the Ceramic City. 
’A* congressman and later as the nation’s chieftain, he 
oft 'ii visited here, and was a guest In tho home of 
the late Col. John N. Taylor which was then located 
©n what is now known as the oily lot in Sixth street. 
The birthday of the man who was East Liverpool’s 
neighbor, for Canton was his home, was marked by Mc­ 
Kinley day banquets throughout the country and signal­ 
ized by the circulation of petitions in tho Stark county 
mcTopolls to determine whether tho martyred presi­ 
dent's home shall be located on Meyers park grounds 
tis a permanent national shrine.

Mexico’s Road Program 


Tho Mexican government plans to expend 145,000,000 
during tile next five years on new highways to connect 
eight of her cities and to complete the Mexican division 
of the Pan-American highway from tho southern border 
c t the United States to tho Guatemalan frontier, which 
cho plans to open to traffic In 1934. This sum, together 
VI.Ii $15,000,000 expended since 1925 on improved high­ 
ways, will make a total expenditure for that purpose of 
$69,OOO,OOO in nine years. 


An expenditure of $45,000,000 for highways over a five- 
year period may not appear so heavy in Ohio, where it 
has been seriously proposed to expend $150,000,000 dur­ 
ing the next five years on a road program, yet the Mexi­ 
can expenditure, all things considered, will be greater 
than our own should we expend the sum proposed. 


This does not mean that tho resources of Ohio aro 
greater than those of all Mexico. 
The resources of 
Mexico are almost limitless, but while Ohio’s have been 
developed largely and turned into active wealth, the re­ 
sources of Mexico are yet very largo In their natural 
elate. 
The Mexican per capita expenditure Is but ono- 
eeventh of the Buckeye state’s proposed capita expendi­ 
ture, for lier population of 14,308,753 is more than double 
our estimated population of 6,710,0000 in 1927, but on 
tho other hand our wealth is $18,489,000,000, while that 
cf Mexico is but $6,012,229,152, which means than our 
per capita wealth is six times hers and ours is very 
largely producing weal Lh while much of hers Is not. 
The figures show the earnestness of our sister republic 
in meeting the call for a great highway to connect in 
three Americas. If all he republics of Central and South 
America the highway is planned to traverse possess but 
a measure of the enthusiasm shown by Mexico for the 
project, it will soon become an actuality. 


Chemistry The Key 


"Billy’’ Evans, at Ohio 
State university, has been 
awarded one of the most important honors extended in 
Ills branch of work. 
Around here every Ohio Stater 
knows who "Billy” Evans is. 
T hat’s what be is called 
on the campus at Columbus. He Is really Professor Wil­ 
liam Lloyd Evans, chairman of the department of chem­ 
istry; his chief work has been investigation of the prop­ 
erties of carbohydrates, and he has been awarded the 
Nicholas medal this year by the New York section of the 
American Chemical society, one of tile most distinguished 
honors in science. He began his researches 20 years ago 
in the laboratory at Ohio State university. 
Well aud 
good, but what does abstract chemistry 
mean to the man in the street? 
What does ho care for 
test tubes and retorts amf the action of catalytic agents 
and reaction of one element when combined with an­ 
other? The answer is that he doesn't care. 
He doesn’t 
know of the vast army of school and industrial and 
other research chemists bending over their laboratory 
tables, so that his wife can wear rayon hosiery and be as 
Batteried with it as with silk. 
He doesn’t think about 
it as he pours a patent anti-freeze solution Into the 
radiator of the car. H e doesn't think about the chemical 
and metallurgical processes that have been developed 
to refine bis car, bis home, his food. 
It’s the army of students in the laboratories whir h 
holds the key to an ever-spreading array of luxuries and 
refinements. 
Those who recall the recent coal confer­ 
ence at Pittsburgh easily realize this. 
Billions of atoms 
of power remain as yet unreleased In a chunk of coal. 
Chemistry will some day release them. 
Hundreds of 
products are yet to come from a coal base. 
Chemistry 


W i l l discover them. 
Indeed .it has been declared that 
the future of a strip of land from the lakes down through 
eastern Ohio and western Pennsylvania is not In the air. 
W e may find it at our feet. Coal conversion offers pos­ 
sibilities of an industrial expansion almost undreamed of. 
Instead of dirty coal mins and endless streams of coal 
car3 we may some day see nothing but plants at the 
mouths of coal shafts—plants converting the coal into 
hundreds of varieties of material to be made into cloths 
to wear .building material, more efficient fuel, and per­ 
haps classes of food to eat. Tho chemist has yet to gain 
•von the threshold, despite his wonderful accomplish­ 
m ents thus far. 


century ago. 
From many economic points of view the 
Argentine Republic of today is in almost the same posi­ 
tion as regards the raw material of a country that the 
United States was in, say, 1830. 
A century ago the United States was a predominantly 
agricultural nation with three quarters or more of its 
people living in rural communities. 
Argentina is In 
much tile same general position today although Buenos 
Aires is a far larger city than any American city of a 
hundred years ago. 
But, as a general proposition, tho groundwork of the 
Argentine of today and the United States of a hundred 
years ago hear striking resemblances. 
Then tho United 
States had an area of 1,792,223 square miles composed 
of mountain, valley, and plain. 
It had a population of 
12,866,020. 
However, only 10,526,248 were white persons 
and free. 
Today the Argentine Republic has an area of 1,153,119 
square miles of mountain, valley, and plain and a popu­ 
lation of 10,646,814. The c lo s e n e s s of the figures as to 
population is striking. 
The difference between the num­ 
ber of people in Argentina In the present day and the 
number in the United States In 1830 could I J crowded 
Into a few apartment houses in New York City. 
A striking difference, however, is to be noted In the 
tide of immigration Info the United States then and into 
the Argentine now. 
A century ago tho annual average 
increase in population here was 320,000; today Argentina 
has on average annual Increase of 212,000. 
The social and racial situation in the two countries is 
almost precisely comparable. 
In 1830, with the excep­ 
tion of the negro slaves, the population was made up 
overwhelmingly 
by a homogeneous 
people—English, 
Scotch, and Irish. 
Tho German and South European 
tide of immigration hod not begun to set in. 
The big 
German wave came after the German revolutionary dis­ 
orders of 1848. 
Today, immigration into the Argentine Republic con 
siHts almost wholly of Spanirds and Italians. 
Both are 
Latin races and although their languages are different, 
the difference is not wide as as, for example, the dif­ 
ference betwon English and French or English and Ger­ 
man. 
Further, their social customs aro not dissimilar 
and their temperaments approximate the identical. Both 
are pastoral peoples and scatter over the soil readily, 
amalgamating and becoming locally natioullslic. 
It is true that Germans have gone to the Argentine 
hut their numbers have been small compared with the 
numbers of the Spanish and Italian immigrants. 
The 
Germans who go to tho Argentine remain in the ports 
and cities and engage in trade and commerce. 
Con­ 
sequently they are more conspicuous. 
The Italians and 
Spaniards disappear into the country and become tillers 
of the soil and breeders of livestock, miners, and the 
like. 
So we have a sort of stage setting with the same 
homogeneous characters for each country, the same num­ 
bers,. approximately the same territory, the same tem ­ 
perate climate, the same topographical aspects, and, to 
a considerable extent, similar natural resources. 
Yet, 
an examination shows that in these times much more can 
be done with the setting and the opportunities than was 
or could be done by the people of the United States a 
century ago. 
The most outstanding difference Is the railroad. 
To­ 
day there nre nearly 24.000 miles of railroad in Argentina 
while in 1830 American railroad mileage was negligible; 
In fact wholly in an experimental state. 
Street car 
mileage In a small city of today exceeds railroad mile­ 
age for the entire country a century ago. 
Wagons and 
pack trains and canals were the chief reliances in trans­ 
port. 
In 1930 a tremendous commerce overseas was being 
carried on by the United States but it was all borne by 
sailing ships. 
Tho Baltimore clipper was in its heyday 
and the foreign trade seemed large for the time.. Today, 
to Argentine ports come fast ocean liners, great cargo 
ships, and all manner of steam craft. 
In terms of trans­ 
portation Argentino today is nearer to lier European 
markets than Reston was to Norfolk, Va., in 1S30. 
In the same basic economic position as was the United 
States a century ago, the Argentina of today is vastly 
richer. 
lier people ride in automobiles, a vehicle un­ 
dreamed of in the United States of 1830. 
The *adio 
brings voices from all over the world whereas in 1830 
there was not even an ocean cable connecting America 
with Europe nor any land telegraph. 
One need merely think of about everything that he 
regards as a necessity, then realize that not one of 
them was in existenq/e in 1830 Lilt that today the Argen­ 
tinians have ‘hem all, to realize the striking contrasts 
which accompany the similarities in the situations of the 
two nations. 
It will be an Interesting study to watch th« develop­ 
ment of Argentina in view of these circumstances; that 
is, she is proceeding with the same basic situation which 
the United States had in 1830 but with modern equip­ 
ment. She even has the blessings of the instalment plan. 
How much more rapid will bo the acceleration of her 
national development.

You know' how quickly flow­ 
ers will droop and die unless they 
have fresh, cool air. If it is too cold 
they freeze just as your family would, 
but if you exercise common sense In 
such 
matters, 
you and yours will 
thrive. 
I cannot 
resist saying that man 
does use common sense in almost

except 
the care of his 
health. It would seem the natural 
thing to look after the body, to give 
it the same attention th at plants, the 
automobile and the golf dubs have 
But the body does not get one half 
the attention that most of our m ater­ 
ial possessions receive. 
Endless 
experiments 
have 
been 
made in an attem pt to find out what 
degree of 
temperature is 
hest for 
health. As in almost everything else, 
science has forced us to revise a lot 
of our old ideas. 
It is believed now' that what we 
usually describe as over-heating does 
not decrease the power to work. The 
ability to do hard work is present, but 
the indination to do it is not there. 
In either case the result is the same. 
It takes a lot of character for a man 
to work when he doesn’t fed like li­ 
lt renuires the stimulation cool air 
gives the skin, to whip the unwilling 
spirit into eagerness to work. 
On this account the 
living 
and 
work rooms should be kept fairly cool. 
Most writers mention 68 degrees a.* 
tho proper temperature. That is too 
low to suit me. For my comfort and 
happiness 70 or 72 degrees is about 
right. 
Not only is temperature important, 
but the moisture or humidity of the 
air must be considered. If the air Is 
too dry it Is irritating and distressing. 
The skin and other tissues of the 
body lose moisture, because it is ex­ 
pelled into the air. In consentience the 
nose and mouth feel dry and parched. 
A pan of water placed on the stove, 
the radiator, or in connection with the 
hot air furnace, will help a lot to 
give moisture to the air. Open win­ 
dows overcome the drying effects of 
heating. A narrow space at top or 
bottom of the window' will do much to 
give the proper amount of humidity. 
If this is covered by a screen of cloth 
it will break unpleasant drafts of air. 
Free movement of the air is import­ 
ant. This stimulates the skin and 
does much to precent unpleasant ef­ 
fects of a warm atmosphere. 
Sunlight is essential. Dust and va­ 
pors should be guarded against. 
Give thought to these things and 
the W inter will pass without the ill 
effects it may have produced in other 
years.

C H H ’A G O , Jan. 3d. —Twelve juror* got the s u r p r i s e of their lives today 
when, after wrangling thirty hours over the fa te of three alleged kid­ 
napers. their verdict did not suit the court and they themselves were or­ 
dered ‘ locked up." 
The Jury had imposed the minimum penalty of five years on two of 
the three defendants charged with the kidnaping of Thomas Gaynor. who 
was held for 1100,000 ransom. 
The convicted men were James O’Brien 
and Frank Parson. The third defendant, Harry Burton, was acquitted. 
The state had demanded the death penalty for all three men. 
Judge John I*. McGoorty, who heard the case. stood up after the ver­ 
dict was read and severely criticized tho Jury's action. He termed the ver­ 
dict "the most Inconsistent and Illogical" he had ever heard. 
The Jnry reported at midnight, without further explanation, the court 
ordered the 12 men "locked up" until this afternoon's session of court.

There is no 
Inconsistency in the basic principles 
of the American and Japanese policies 
toward China. 
Uurges Tolerance. 
“These are trying times interna­ 
tionally. What the world needs most 
is the spirit of tolerance winch was 
taught by Jesus, the spirit sp greatly 
in evidence at tile Washington con­ 
ference. The progress of mankind to­ 
ward better human relations depends 
upon this spirit of tolerance. 
It is 
this spirit of tolerance that has kept 
up our Araerican-Japanese friendship 
for over 70 years unbroken. 
There are five great institutions 
at the foundation of the social order 
of a nation, the home, the school, the 
church, business and government. 
’In its last analysis, the problem 
of international good understanding 
is one of character building. 
The 
character of a nation ought to grow 
ever nobler and broader, even to em­ 
brace actual interest in tilings for 
eign. 
And in building up the char­ 
acter of a nation, no one can ignore 
the work of mothers and teachers. A 
litte thoughtfulness on the part of the 
mothers and teachers will have a tre­ 
mendous effect upon the broadening 
of the character of a nation."

Dr. Netherton, Accused 
Of Slaying Wife, to 
Get a Rehearing. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Under life 
Sentence for the murder of his wife 
nearly two years ago, Dr. S. Oliver 
Netherton, retired physician and fruit 
grower of Olathe, Kansas, near here 
is depending on a mysterious curse 
which took the lives of six members 
of his wife’s family over the course 
of a third of a century to free him. 
His wife, Mrs. Edith 
Netherton 
was found murdered in the basement 
of 
the Netherton home on the out­ 
skirts of Olathe 
In February, 1927 
Early that morning Dr. Netherton had 
seen his daughter, Dorothy, 8 years

old, off to school and had doue some 
work on his motor car. Hi3 wife had 
gone with him, he said, to the garage 
and had stood in the driveway waving 
to him as he started. 
He returned home about IO o’clock, 
found the 
house ransacked andi his 
wife dead in tile basement. 
Fails To Find Weapon. 
Peculiar circumstances connected 
with the notification of officers of the 
tragedy caused Dr. Netherton to be 
held for questioning and later caused 
the filing of a first degree murder 
charge against him. 
The sheriff failed in an effort to 
discover the murder weapon, a small 
caliber revolver. But from the posi­ 
tion of the body and from the fact 
that Mrs. Netherton evidently 
had 
been passed by the person who shot 
her, he concluded it must have been 
some one with whom she 
was ac­ 
quainted. 
Little Dorothy Netherton told of 
a quarrel her father and mother 
had over the purchase of some cat­ 
tle and Dr. Netherton was threat­ 
ened with mob violence. To prevent 
that ho was taken to the Kansas 
City, Kansas, jail, where he 
was 
held without bail. 
Then ha told the 
officers of his theory of the murder. 
Six members of his wife’s family, 
he said, had been murdered mysteri­ 
ously in 30 years. And he Introduced 
records to substantiate his claims. 
He argued that his wife was mere­ 
ly a victim of this person or persons 
who sought to eliminate her entire 
family. 
The defense did not hold In the 
^pinion of the court and D r.,Nether­ 
ton wa8 bound over for trial. At the 
trial he was found guilty and 
sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment. 
From 
this be has appealed. 
Unexplained Killings. 
In 1882 begins the list of unex­ 
plained killings on which Dr. Nether­ 
ton hopes to obtain his freedom. That 
year, Dode Stahl, a trapper, and a 
nephew of Mrs. Netherton’s mother, 
was shot to death near Deadwood, 
S. D. 
A 
few 
years 
later, 
Roll 
Stahl, 
Dode’s brother, was found shot to 
death near Exira, la. 
The 
same 
year, 
Colbert 
Stahl, 
father of the two slain men, was shot 
to death. 
In 1916 Arthur Stahl, a first cousin 
of Mrs. Netherton, was shot to death 
in Chicago. 
Four years later Paxton Muir, 
second cousin of Mrs. Netherton, was 
found murdered In a Los Angeles 
hotel. 
No arrests ever were made in any 
of these cases, and after Dr. Nether 
ton made his sensational defense bits 
of evidence began to form that Indi­ 
cated that possibly there might be a 
little more to the story than the at­ 
tempt of a lawyer to free his client 
A station agent at Olathe told of 
being stopped by a man who asked 
where Edith Stahl lived. 
That was 
the name of Netherton's wife before 
her marriage 
twenty 
years before. 
The inquiry was made the night be­ 
fore the murder. 
Another man reported a similar in­ 
quiry the morning of the murder. An­ 
other told of seeing two strange men 
in a car drive into the Netherton yard. 
That testimony was introduced in a 
hearing on a motion before the dis­ 
trict court for a new trial, which was 
not granted. 
And now the supreme court is to 
have a hearing on this eerie matter. 
Whether it will decide with twelve 
jurors and the district judge that the 
mysterious curse Is a figment of the 
imagination, or actually responsible 
for the death, is the question which 
will decide whether Dr. Netherton 
gets another trial and a chance at 
freedom or whether he will remain 
the rest of his life behind prison 
bars.

VER. since we were knee high to 
a grasshopper we have heard 
th at old saying, “it’s the lit­ 
tle things 
in life th at count.”

while the fellow who washes elephants 
for a living may have put it down as 
a lot of bologna, there are many golf­ 
ers who will agree that it is a great 
old adage.

And the golfer who 
overlooks the value of expert putting 
is never going to see his nam e en­ 
graved on any pew ter mugs. 
You hear a lot about a top spin to 
the hall and the less w rist movement 
the better and there are probably as 
many good ways of putting as there 
are golfers. One rule, however, seems 
logical, and that says the nearer the 
stroke can approach the movement of 
a clock pendulum the belter the re­ 
sult. 
W e’re ro t trying to tell anyone how 
it should be done because we’ve prob­ 
ably dubbed as many putts as anyone 
who ever fondled a putter—and any 
cf our shots are not of a variety which 
would cause Bobby 
Jones, 
the 
At­ 
lanta barrister, to tear off his necktie 
—but the fact exists th a t good putt­ 
ing is a requisite to good golf. Our 
game 
has never 
approached what 
could he referred to as good, despite 
many years of ham m ering away at a 
ball. 
Increased 
putting skill has been 
known to elevate a good am ateur to 
real stardom, however. Take the case, 
for instance, of Tommy Armour, who 
won the National Open in 1927. In Ed 
inhurgh. before he came to the United 
States, he was rated as a good am a­ 
teur but a terrible putter. The British 
m ust have been surprised when Tom 


experts next to Jones, seloni misses 
a putt aud this leads to most of bis 
success. 
W inter is as good a time as any to 
practice up on tho business of putting,
